Has anyone been able to get a decent waveform out of a simple Hartley 
oscillator (I'm using a JFET) without using a clamping diode on the gate, or 
a lot of fiddling with the capacitor between the gate and tank circuit and 
the source-bias resistor values? 


Marconi used to use a complicated AGC arrangement with an op-amp in their 
signal generators, varying the voltage on the gate, but that is probably 
going a bit over the top in a simple receiver. It does work very well, 
though, and keeps the output level constant over the tuning range.

Crystals for ladder filters are not always supposed to 
have the same series resonance. For two-crystal 
filters, matching both is proper. 

But beyond two, each resonator frequency is 

SUPPOSED to be different. Actually, the resonances 

are symmetrical about the filter's middle, with the 
end resonators having the same frequency, the next 

two innermost a different frequency, etc. These 
offsets depend on the crystal's Q, and the desired 
filter Q. Wide filters require larger offsets. 


So why are folks so bent on matching crystals? 
For narrow CW filters, the offsets are small, and 
having each crystal with the same resonance gives 
a more-or-less decent filter. But SSB ladder filters are 
more fussy, and ignoring offsets can give skewed 
filters with dips and bulges and wrong bandwidth. 


What can we do about offsets? We could exactly 

specify series resonance for each resonator in 

the filter($$$). Or sort thru a pile of crystals, finding 
a set having proper offsets. Or add a series capacitor 

to each crystal, shifting its series resonance upward. 


If you've got a jig to measure crystal parameters, you 
could also use it to find the proper series capacitor 
needed to offset series resonance. 

Or, if you have a proper crystal model, you can calculate 
the series capacitor for each resonator, and go back 

to matching crystals all the same. 

You don't often see these series capacitors in ladder 
filters - the designer simply ignores offsets, and hopes 
you don't notice the errors. 


Wes Hayward outlined in QST how to trim a ladder filter 
properly, and included examples of frequency plots 

showing "before" and "after" proper series capacitors 

were added. Shapes for SSB filters were much improved. 
Zverev calculates offsets for ladder filters, and includes 
them in lookup tables in his book.

To repair a relay often only means dragging some bond paper thru the 
contacts while holding the armature closed. 


For more severe oxidation, there are relay cleaning diamond spatulas sold 
with a bottle of cleaning solution under the GC electronics name of Radio TV 
chemicals and supplies from wholesale distributors. 


If the coil opens up internally on a relay, you may have to find a close 
physical substitute, and match the coil voltage as well as the contacts 
configuration, (DPDT or whatever it is). 


Radio Shack has an amazing variety of relays, and often I have found they 
had relays that would substitute for an original, even if it was a slightly 
different size. Sometimes there is plenty of room in older rigs as this 
model is, for such a substitution. You might have to mount the new relay on 


a piece of prototype circuit board and screw it onto a bracket or standoff, 
but usually there is a way to find a relay that will work. It is not likely 
that the exact relay will be found, but you should look at Radio Shack and 
you might be pleasantly surprised.

Are all the meshes supposed to be tuned to the same frequency? I think 
that's what I was getting out of Hayward's papers. The "meshes" in 
question would consist of the crystal plus the shunt capacitors to the 
right and left of it. So you've got a crystal with two caps in series with 
it. The caps cause the mesh frequency to be somewhat higher than the 
crystal frequency. But interior meshes have more C, so they are raised in 
frequency to a lesser extent, and so with respect to the mean, they are 
low. 


When I designed the filter for my version of the SW-30, I definitely found 
what you said to be true. Before I corrected the mesh offsets, the 
response curve was awful! Unusable. But with the proper capacitor in 
series with the middle capacitor, everything was fine. 


Well, I'd better go read a book, it's due back tomorrow and I don't want 
the library police after me. (It's a Salmon Rushdie, not a Hayward or 
Terman. )

It might have been used for temperature compensation. A (bipolar) 
transistor needs 

different bias current depending on temperature. The last time I replaced 
a set of finals in a Yaesu FT-1000, each of the final transistors had a 
diode near the top of the ceramic case with silicone heat sink compound 
gooped (for lack of a better word) between it and the transistor. The diode 
was of course, part of the bias network for the final transistors. For Qrp 
gear, you probably don't need so close thermal coupling, since the finals 
may not run so hot as in a rig that outputs 200w, in the case of the Yeasu. 
It seems like it might just have been a convenient way to control bias, in 
the case where the green LED's were used in a bias network. The junction 
voltage drop in a diode will vary with temperature, as does the bias 
requirement for a transistor. Obviously, a resistor would not provide

The Alesis chip uses 28 bits and is capable processing a 1024 tap FIR at 50 
Khz. 

This is a much higher performance than the various DSP Development Kits are 
capable of. 

Even a Pentium can't come close to these figures... 


The Alesis can produce a Phasing RX with awesome selectivity and around 100 
db of AGC. 

In my RX, I achieved around 55 db of sideband suppression with no 
adjustments at all. 


Unfortunately there was almost zero interest in the kit so I gave up. 


I would be happy to design a MK 3 PCB which included all the lessons learnt, 
but I would need about 100 starters to make it economically viable. 


A prototype panel of these 4 layer boards costs around AUS $750 

It took three revisions of the existing PCB before I was completely happy 
with it. 

That cost about US $4500. 


And of course, buying the parts in small quantities is a whole different 
story... 


Building these kits is great fun, but it is also a great way to go broke 
fast.

I have done zero research on this subject. This just popped in my head 
and I hope that me not doing intensive research on this matter first 
will not stop you from elmering me on this subject. I do have the ARRL 
Antenna Book, an excellent publication btw, and HF Antennas for all 
Locations by Les Moxon, also an excellent publication. I haven't 
specifically looked up antenna interactions, but that is what my 
question is about. 


I am thinking of suspending an inverted V and a sloping end fed half 
wave antenna from the same support. The reason I contemplate doing this 
is because of the arrangement of the trees in my not very large 
backyard. The inverted V would run perpendicular to the sloping EFHWA. 
The inverted V will be fed with ladder line. Since the EFWHA will 
sloping at about a 65 degree angle I may not even benefit very much from 
having an inverted V also I guess. Anyway, I'm curious to know if I 
would run into major trouble having the end of the EFHWA so close to the 
feed point of the inverted V?

I looked at the Alesis DSP a few months ago, but didn't think it all that 
useful, perhaps because I was used to the offerings from major DSP players 
like TI and ADI. Zim's posting prompted me to have another look, and I've 
just ordered two of the DSPs, and two each of the matching ADC and DAC, from 
Profusion, their UK distributor. The cost was a mere 15 pounds (UK), plus 
VAT and delivery, direct from their web site! Where I used to work we paid 
about $30 for the ADI DSP we used, in 1,000s! 


I've also downloaded the xfreex development software (assembler) and some 
application info from the Alesis web site. The development tools are a bit 
primitive by current standards, but it's a simple device, and I can't 
complain about the price. A simulator would be nice, one would be quite easy 
to develop. 


I'll be designing a PCB for the chips over the weekend, and should have it 
ready for assembly when they materialise next week. I'll put an Atmel AVR of 
some description on the board, for booting the DSP, and comms with a host 
PC, and an EEPROM for program storage.

MP-1 (with extended base section and mobile whip) on 20 through 10..snip..] 


Last trip to the beach I used the MFJ fiberglass push up mast and a 40M 
dipole, I suspended the feed point atop the mast then took the leg attached 
to the coax shield straight to the ground along the mast and attached two 
quarter wave radials. I then oriented the other leg toward Europe (I was at 
the Outer Banks). That's basically a half sloper and shows a little 
directivity. Had to use the tuner to clean up the feed point impendence a 
bit on 40 and to use it on 30, it was also fairly close to resonant on 15. 
I worked Europeans and into the Middle East with 5W on 40 and 15 meters. 
With you being in Pt Mugu you should be able to point toward JA or VK and 


work some pretty cool stuff on 30M or 40M in the mornings. 


One nice thing about the beach is it was easy to dig a three foot hole to 
put the base of the pole in, and that was plenty of support to keep the mast 
straight. Plus plenty of salt water for a nice take off angle.

Digikey = $0.51 or less (ok, so they have a $25 min., I know) 
Halted (local store) = haggle around $0.50 

All Electronics (local store) = haggle around $0.50 

Excess Solutions (local store) = haggle around $0.50 


I'm sure there's a local junk store near most of you where they 
have these TV color burst crystals way cheaper than $5. 


Alternatively, if you have a few spare minutes, you can get 
one for FREE from just about any old knackered color TV. 
Most TV repair shops will be happy to give you an old 
chassis to take apart - just ask. 


The set of 5 crystals is $25 shipped - that's $20 for the 
crystals and $5 for the shipping - WHOA!!!! - how can it 
possibly cost $5 to ship 5 little crystals in a jiffy bag???

I recently had one of those QRP contacts that periodically 
amazes all of us QRP'ers at one time or another. 


On 17 September at 2120UTC, I heard Dennis, WA8ZBT (QTH-Texas) 
signing off with another station on 21.060Mhz. My QTH is in 
North Carolina. 


The other stationed said "Dennis, you're doing FB with 200mw 
output from your K2". 


I couldn't resist so I called WA8ZBT after both stations 
signed "SK" with 5W from my K2, Dennis came back to me and we 
began a QSO. 


I dropped my power down to just under 200mw (lowest my K2 
goes) to match Dennis's power level and he copied me 569. 
Dennis was 599 solid copy. 


I switched over to my Argonaut II and we worked each other 
with me lowering my power at 50mw levels until I got down to 
5mw as measured on my OHR WM1 wattmeter. Dennis was still 
able to copy me just at the noise level!!. 


I have operated QRP for many years and at one time for a year 
only at the 1W level from a homebrew DC transceiver, but 
operating at the very low milliwatt level was amazing!!! 


I guess it's this kind of fun that keeps us QRP fanatics doing 
what we do. 


Now I kinda wonder why I run my K2 at 5W!! I better watch 
out, I hear this milliwatting thing is contagious: -)

Alex, 


The Outbacker is a special case of a helically wound vertical. 
Helically wound verticals are fairly easy to design but somewhat of a 
pain to build! They consist of a wavelength of wire for a particular 
frequency wound on a form. This us the fluff that appears in the ARRL 
Antenna Handbook. Acttualy it is a bit more complex! 


Start with a full wavelength of wire at the lowest frequency you want. 
Pick a form. A fiberglass fishing rod works well enough. Be sure it 
is long enough to wind all your wire on. Now wind your wire with a 
pitch of at least 1/2 inch between turns. A larger pitch would be 
better, but the pole is the limiting factor. Wind some extra tuns on 
the form. 


Now, mount the antenna over a ground plane. Don't scrimp too much 

here. Using a grid dip meter measure the resonance at the base. 
Remember, you will influence the measurement so find a way to be out of 
the near field while measuring the frequency! Use binoculars and make 
grid dip adjustments slowly. There are other methods of measuring 
resonant frequency besides the grid dip meter. After you have found the 
resonant point you can adjust it to what you want by either adding or 
trimming wire from the end. I warn you, this is a long process, I know, 
I have built several helically wound dipoles! 


Now, let's, say you built your antenna for 40 meters. You want to also 
use it on 30, 20, 17, 15, 12, and 10. You have to arrange a tap for 
each frequency! This is very easy, after you have built the first 
model! But it is a real pain for the first one. You can try marking 
the wire for each frequency's wavelength, and adjusting whatever amount 
you found for the lowest frequency. But there are no guarantees! You 
might hit it and you might not! If you persist, you will hit it! 


Frankly, buying the antenna is easier!

I've worked out what I think I need in terms of chips on this little system 
for the major functions: 


Atmel AT90S2313 AVR microcontroller 

MAX202 RS-232 interface 

Atmel AT17C65 EEPROM 

Alesis AL3101 DSP (the very cheap 16-pin one) 
Alesis AL1201 DAC 

Alesis AL1101 ADC 

NE5532 op amps 


Apart from the EEPROM, which will be socketed, they are all SMDs (0.05" lead 
Spacing). 


The DSP code will be stored in the EEPROM. The AVR will have some software 
in it to do things like read the EEPROM and squirt the code into the DSP, 
upload code from a host PC and load it into either the EEPROM or directly 
into the DSP, and so on. There will be one or two buttons and LEDs for a 
simple user interface if it is used standalone (without the PC). The AVR 
will be user-programmable via the usual ISP connector. 


The DSP has a built-in PLL to generate its clock which needs an input clock 
at the sample frequency (48 kHz max.). This will be generated by one of the 
AVR timers. The whole thing will work off the AVR clock. Power requirement 
will be a nominal 9V at about 60 mA (a guesstimate) . 


I have started doing the schematic. It's really just a question of joining 
up the dots. 8-) The PCB layout will be tricky, if the full 24-bit 
capability of the system is to be available.

There are quite a few sealers made for things like sealing outside windows 
available at your local hardware store, you might want to check them out, 
make sure that they don't degrade in sunlight, however finding on that 
doesn't degrade and can be removed easily might be quite a challenge. I have 
in the past coated parts with a light film of petroleum jelly, then applied 
window sealer just past the lubricated area, and the sealer did not attach 
to the item except at the end of the area to form a watertight cover.

There's certainly nothing inherently wrong with the suggestion that 
someone might benefit from looking something up. Of course, such 
advice isn't especially useful unless it's accompanied by a suggestion 
about where to look it up. However, Bruce's comment... 


> QRPers are too quick to think everything is available on the web. 


...could easily be construed as chastisement for having asked a 
question here on QRP-L. I think it is worthwhile to avoid even the 
appearance of being harsh to those who have questions. 


Fortunately, in this case, we now have a statement from the poster 
who asked the original question, that he was not offended by Bruce's 
suggestion. That's great! It's good to know that no harm was done... 
Or was it? Perhaps there were one or more newbies who read Bruce's 
comments, and thought something like, "Gosh...I wouldn't want to be 
criticized that way for asking a question. I'll have to remember to 
keep quiet, here!" 


Is there anything inherently wrong with asking a question here on 
QRP-L which could have been answered by referring to some textbook? 
Absolutely not! I can think of dozens of legitimate reasons for 
asking such questions here. Here are just a few off the top of my 
head: 


--Not everyone absorbs information well from textbooks. Some of us 
simply understand things better if we get to interact with whomever 
we're learning from. 


--Not everyone enjoys learning from textbooks. There are hams who 
enjoy learning about radio and electronics through interacting with 
other hams, who'd never have entered the hobby if they thought they'd 
have to learn it all in books. ...and there's nothing wrong with 
that. Amateur radio is, at least in part, a hobby. 


--Someone might have some idea how things work, but want to bounce 
the idea around a little with others more knowledgeable to make sure. 
--Reference books may not be handy. "...go to the library," Bruce 
advised... but not everyone has a good library handy. For others, 
the library may be handy enough, but their schedule may make it a 
bit difficult to find time for the trip. 


--The time when computers are a better source of information than 
books isn't quite here yet (at least not in the radio/electronics 
arena) but the time is coming. If some people want to jump the 
gun a bit and seek answers to their questions through electronic 
media first, before they hit the books, there's nothing wrong with 
that. 


--For some people, including many with disabilities or impairments 
of various sorts, it's simply much easier to use the computer than 
to seek references at a library. 


Am I saying that everyone should quit reading books and try to do 
all their radio/electronics learning online? No, I am not. It's 

a xfact*x that the best information about radio/electronics is in 
books. On the other hand, it's also a fact that the amount of 
radio/electronics information online is growing by leaps and bounds. 
"That information is easier to find in books" can be good advice, 
when it applies, but there's no good reason to be impatient with 
those who nevertheless choose to favor online sources. If you do 
not wish to be bothered by questions that could have been answered 
through library research, then by all means, do not answer them! 
Like I heard someone quip recently: Hey, ya know what?...my 
computer is one of the ones that have that "DELETE" key right there 
on the keyboard...it's really handy!
